FPAC  is  a  nonprofit  artists'  development  organization  dedicated  to 

securing  permanent,  affordable  studio  space  for  visual  artists.  In 

1983,  FPAC  successfully  purchased  and  renovated  a  72,000  s.f.  mill 

building  into  35  affordable  artists'  live/work  studios  plus  12,000  s.f. 

of  market-rate  office  space.  This  project  has  received  national  attention 

and  was  awarded  a  Federal  Design  Achievement  Award  for  its  innovative 

design  and  development  process.  The  Boston  Globe  architectural  critic 

chose  the  project  as  one  of  the  5  best  development  projects  of  the  year. 

It  serves  as  a  model  for  other  FPAC  projects  and  for  stiidio  initiatives 

across  the  country.  FPAC  recently  received  a  grant  from  the  Massachusetts 

Council  on  the  Arts  and  Humanities  to  assist  other  artists'  groups 

facing  displacement  throughout  the  state  (see  news  articles).

b)  Proposal  Description 
1 .  Background 

The  Problem:  Artist  Displacement 

Idsntjfyiiig  and  r.rr-^-r-i-nc,   adeqijate  and  affordable  studio  space  is  rapidly 
becoming  the  most  pressing  concern  of  visual  artists  today.  In  addition  to 
the  need  for  adequate  living  space,  artists  require  sizeable  working  and 
storage  space.  Freight  elevators,  high  ceilings,  proper  light  and  heavy 
floor  load  capacity  are  also  necessary  for  most  visual  artists. 

Displacement  through  gentrification  is  an  all  too  familiar  story  in  our 
major  urban  centers.  This  is  often  referred  to  as  the  "Soho  syndrcsne". 
Soho  was  a  low-rent  neighborhood  in  Manhattan  made  attractive  by  the  presence 
of  artists  that  was  subsequently  developed  into  a  high-rent  district  of 
luxury  loft  apartments,  boutiques  and  restaurants.  Parellel  situations 
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have  occurred  in  Boston,  San  Francisco,  Los  Angeles,  Chicago,  London,  Paris 
and  other  U.S.  and  European  cities.  In  a  recent  New  York  Times  story  about 
the  battle  to  save  the  oldest  collection  of  artists'  studios  in  Paris, 
sculptor  Henri  Delcambre  stated  that  " . . . . since  I  moved  here ,  I  have  known 
Jacques  Villon,  Dunoyer,  Jean-Paul  Laurens  and  Giaccxnetti.  Do  you  think  I 
would  have  met  them  in  the  suburbs?" 

Artists'  Dispiaconent  in  Boston 

Artists'  displacement  has  reached  a  critical  point  in  Boston.  As  the 
city's  economy  continues  to  expand,  real  estate  developers  have  responded 
to  the  market  danand  for  upscale  office  and  residential  condominium  space. 
Developers  have  discovered  that  industrial  mill-type  buildings  can  be 
readily  converted  into  attractive  brick  and  heavy  wood  beam  office  and 
living  space.  As  a  result,  artists  and  light  industrial  users  are  being 
displaced  at  an  ever  increasing  rate. 

Artists'  displacement  is  not  a  new  phenomenon  in  Massachusetts.  Over  the 
past  15  years,  artists  have  been  pushed  out  of  their  studios  by  the 
developers  of  One  Financial  Place,  the  Federal  Reserve  Bank,  Russia  Wharf, 
Conmercial  Wharf,  Lewis  Wharf,  the  Leather  District  (South  Street),  the 
North  End,  North  Station  area,  the  South  End,  Downtown  Boston,  Cambridge, 
Somerville  and  numerous  other  neighborhoods. 

What  is  new  about  artists'  displacement  is  the  volume  and  accelerated  rate 
of  displacement  and  the  shrinking  supply  of  suitable  studio  space.  In  the 
past  artists  accepted  relocation  every  few  years  as  the  price  they  had 
to  pay  for  being  an  artist.  Artists  no  longer  have  the  option  of  being 
relocated;  there  is  now  simply  no  relocation  space  available. 

Fort  Point  Arts  Comnunity 

The  Fort  Point  Arts  CcMimunity,  Inc.  of  South  Boston  (FPAC)  is  a  neighborhood- 
based  group  of  about  300  professional  visual  artists  who  have  been  working 
on  a  unique  comnunity  development  program  that  would  ensure  their  continued 
presence  in  the  Fort  Point  Channel  area.  In  April  1982,  FPAC  received  a 
Design  Demonstration  grant  from  the  National  Endowment  for  the  Arts  vrtiich 
enabled  us  to  set  up  an  office  and  hire  a  small  professional  staff.  After 
gathering  some  basic  data  about  the  area  and  the  artists  in  the  area,  we 
were  able  to  acquire  and  renovate  a  vacant,  72,000  square  foot  mill  building 
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at  249  A  Street  in  Fort  Point.  The  building,  developed  as  a  lijnited-equity 
cooperative,  contains  35  live/work  stiadios  averaging  about  1,500  s.f.  each. 

The  FPAC  project  has  been  acknowledged  locally  and  nationally  as  an  out- 
standing model  for  affordable  artists'  studio  space  that  was  designed  by 
artists  for  artists.  The  Boston  Globe  architectural  critic  viewed  the 
project  as  one  of  Boston's  top  five  architecture  and  planning  projects 
of  1983.  The  project  also  received  a  Federal  Design  Achievement  Award 
for  excellence  in  design. 

FPAC  is  presently  negotiating  with  the  Boston  Redevelopment  Authority  and 
the  major  Fort  Point  landholder /developer  to  find  permanent  and  affordable 
studio  sj)ace  for  the  remaining  250  artists  in  Fort  Point  who  face  displacement. 
We  would  like  to  see  the  area  developed  as  mixed -use /mixed-inccmie;  a 
neighborhood  with  an  artists'  presence  rather  than  the  proposed  extension 
to  the  financial  district.  As  development  pressures  make  it  difficult  for 
us  to  purchase  buildings  in  Fort  Point,  FPAC  has  begun  to  look  at  surplus 
industrial  buildings  outside  of  Fort  Point. 

2.  Proposal 

FPAC  proposes  to  convert  building  //62  into  27  cooperatively-owned  visual 
artists'  studios.  The  structure  can  acccmmodate  27  live /work  studios. 
Studio  sizes  range  frcm  985  s.f.  to  1,850  s.f.  with  an  average  studio  size 
of  1,310  s.f.  High  ceilings  on  the  second  floor  allow  for  the  creation  of 
a  balcony  along  the  length  of  the  building.  A  total  of  35,360  s.f.  of  net 
useable  studio  spjace  would  be  created  out  of  a  total  of  37,480  s.f. 

The  clerestory  would  be  extended  along  the  length  of  the  granite  structure 
providing  wonderfully  lit  two-story  studios  along  the  second  floor.  Several 
new  entrances  would  be  created  from  existing  windows  along  the  southeasterly 
side  of  the  buildine.  Some  of  the  lally  columns  on  the  first  floor  of  the 
granite  building  would  be  removed  to  create  more  useable  space.  A  granite 
paved  public  plaza  would  be  created. 

The  artist /participants  in  the  project  would  form  a  nonprofit,  limited-equity* 
cooperative  which  would  secure  financing  and  lease  the  structure  from  the 
BRA  for  a  period  of  65  years.  The  Bank  of  Boston  and  MIFA  have  expressed 

*  Re-sale  profit  limited  to  10%  return  on  down  payment  and  capital  improvements 
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a  strong  interest  in  financing  the  project  through  industrial  revenue 
bonds.  As  a  nonprofit  organization,  FPAC  would  not  be  subject  to  the 
present  cap  on  IRB's. 

We  project  monthly  costs  for  an  average  size  studio  to  be  about  $560  per 
month.  This  space  would  be  affordable  to  moderate  incOTie  artists  and  we 
would  pre-sell  100%  of  the  units  prior  to  the  execution  of  the  land 
disposition  agreement. 

The  artists  would  agree  to  develop  an  ongoing  voluntary  teaching  program 
for  senior  citizens  in  bldg.  103  or  for  youngsters  in  Charlestown. 

The  cooperative,  through  its  Board  of  Directors,  would  hire  a  professional 
management  company  to  oversee  the  maintenance  and  management  of  the  building.
